Tit thr Vilizt m >if Rutland: 

]n accordance with the usual custom, it is. my pleasure In 
submit to you the fifty-sixth annual report of our City. Detailed 
reports included lierein from tlie various depart nieiits show how 
the funds of the City have been received and expended. 

'Die appropriation approved by the Board of Aldermen tHifl 
year was reduced to SI .0(1(1. which will make it neee>.-ary u> 
restrict I he number of dice annual reports that can be dis- 
I ribnieil. 

However we have had printed in pamphlet form a statement 
of receipts and expenditures for the year 104S which is now 
available. 

The deficit as shown in the financial statement of S73.705.7S 
ua- due to a loss in revenue which was anticipated on a total 
a-r-sun'iil ol" S2t. ".0(1.(10(1. which was reduced after the revalua- 
tion of the property in the Rood stricken area and the refusal of 
the tax payers to authorize an additional 20c to be added to the 
maximum lax rate last year, together' wilh approximately 
119,000. which was expended for extension of new water mains 
and sewers in connect ion with construction of new homes. 

I am inserting an article in I he warning at I he March 1st 
election for a bond issue of 830,000. to carry out applications 
now on hand and expected new applications for these extensions 
during I04D. 

I respectfully ask that you give tins article serious ennsid- 
cralion as it is very desirable to assist in every way possible those 
who wisli to construct their new homes. 

There will also be an article inserted for $30,000. for the 
continuation of the road improvement work which was started 
Iftte last summer in several parts of the city. With the new paver 
which the City purchased it is planned during 1040 to renave 
10 mill-- mure of our city streets, practically all of which will be 
in residential areas. 

Rutland like all cities, towns, ami states is finding it difficuH 
to raise sufficient funds to meet expenses, having in mind the 
ever increasing costs of labor and materials, 
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Willi a restricted maximum amount (o be used for city 
purposes of $1.60 il is impossible In carry out any reasonable 
and desired plans Tor public improvements except by bond 
issues. 

W ith the ever increasing pension fund costs and other items 
Voted by the tax payers in past years without any provision being 
made to raise additional funds (o meet these costs, deficits are 
inevitable and will cont inue until such time as funds are provided 
by additional taxation for enlarged and improved public facilities. 

Articles covering proposed water system improvements will 
be presented to the voters for their consideration on March 1st, 
as 1 have previously informed you ami I hope that serious con- 
sideration will be given to all bond issue requests so that Rutland 
can start on a long range plan for I he improvement of its streets, 
water and sewer systems and oilier public facilities. 

In closing I want to express my appreciation and thanks to 
the members of the Board of Aldermen, all city officials and 
employees for the loyal cooperation given me during tin- past 
year.

To the Mayor and thr Citizens of liulliiinl: 

The Board of School Commispiopeta and the Superintendent 
of Schools herewith present the fifty-sixth annual school report 
tor the fiscal year ending December 31, 1948. 

Health and Safety 

There are four requirements in a good health program: 

(1) A healthful environment, (2) good health instruction, (3) 

adequate physical education rooms and outdoor play space, and 
(4) desirable health services. 

In classrooms having; high brightness contrasts, where the 
rule and not the exception is six foot candles of light, when' I hi' 
ventilating systems are not working, and where over 64% of 
pupils desks and seats are not adjustable, one fan hardly say 
that the school environment is healthful. Look at the accompany- 
ing "before and after" picturers. We have done five such rooms 
this year. Although almost ltl<Jf> of all our classrooms need such 
treatment, our 1949 Budget will permit the improvement of only 
one more classroom in eaeh building. 

There are literally almost no health textbooks in our schools! 
New ones would aid the teachers materially in health instruction. 

The physical education program in the elementary grades 

is entirely inadequate and will continue to he so until proper 
indoor and outdoor facilities are provided. We can hardly expect 
pupils to exercise and yet provide no place, either inside or out- 
side, for a thing so vitally needed by growing bodies. 

Every day, in all the buildings save one, about 450 children 
enjoy a complete hot lunch at an average cost of a little over 24 
cents. The job is done through the efforts of our principals, 
with the r-irong support of our Parent-Teacher Associations, and 
with the help of the Elk's Club. 

Among innumerable duties, our school nurses made 2,258 
home, school and other visits, and completed 1,703 medical 
inspections during 1948. They were assisted in their work by 
the Vermont Association for the Blind, the Vermont Association 
for the Crippled, the Vermont Tuberculosis Association, and the 
Rutland Visiting Xurses' Association. Two important needs

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67% of all school children in the City are in need of dental care. 
School Siii'i iy is important. Rfa Are inaugurating a new, 

year-round, lire "prcvcni ion program including now and im- 
proved tire cxil drills, and new and well-marked fire alarm sys- 
tems for all buildings. To assist our excellent school safety 
patroli, we shall soon put into u«' unusual traffic signs at every 
intersection where children cross. Several playgrounds have 
Ihh'H resurfaced, and we plan to adil safety fences at Meldon 
and Dana this year. 

Instruction and Related Services 

Tlie most important factor in instruction is the teacher! 
Rutland i- particularlv fortunate in having a group of teachers 
whose average 3.04 years of professional training, and average 
I 'I years of successful experience, and unusual skill in teaching, 
[cave little to be desired. To keep these teachers, and to attract 
new ones when necessary, we must increase our salaries— par- 
ticularlv at the bottom and in the middle of our salary schedule 
In comparison with other cities in the State, Rutland should 
he near the top. Actually we arc now in seventh place. 

We ha\e corrected badly overcrowded conditions in five ot 
our primarv classrooms, and* We hope to continue to do this as 
need arises". When parents more fully realize the implications 
to their children of 45-pupil classrooms, they will not tolerate 
t hem again. 

Our kindergartens have operated successfully for two full 
BChoo] Wars -satisfactorily meeting the needs of our five-year- 
old- This service provides time, space arid equipment lor the 
all-round development of these children: and will help them 
greatly ifi future years physically, mentally ana emottonally- 
sociall'y. Kindergarten is important, and we should not like to 
do without them again. 

Our art instruction now places emphasis upon individual 
and creative expression, art as an appreciation subject, the 
functional use of art in daily living, and upon the importance 
of handicrafts. A craft program was introduced for the first 
lime, in the first six grades, in Sept ember, 1048. 

We continue to enjov excellent music instruction for our 
young children, as well as for the older ones, which quite natur- 
ally leads to excellent ensembles later. In addition to certain 
smaller groups, we have a band of 50 members, an orchestra of 
'{() a chorus u[ 70, and a senior chorus of 40. Most of these 
groups have received high ratings in all festivals they have 
attended.

In spite ui the almost complete lack of facilities, all pupils 
in the elementary schools enjoy a daily physical cdueat ion period, 
including such activities as can be indulged in under the circum- 
stances. There are conditioning games and activities for the 
boys at Meldon and the High School, and games and individual 
activities for the girls. Kach child should have a complete phy- 
sical examination to determine his health status. Also, both 
indoor and outdoor facilities are needed before we can hope to 
have a really adequate physical education program. 

A new Driver Training course at the High School has now 
prepared about 100 students to drive safely. This service can. 
and should, be extended to the adults in the community, as soon 
as possible, at. no cost to the taxpayer. 

Our adult Hvening Trade School is performing an outstand- 
ing service to this and neighboring communities. 140 men were 
trained last year, and 125 are now enrolled in plumbing, machine 
shop, auto mechanics, electrical work, watch repair, printing, 
building trades, welding and woodworking. The program is 
financed entirely through tuitions, ami Federal and State aid. 
Employers have recognized the growing need for this type of 
training, and are cooperating to the fullest extent by organizing 
advisory committees tO assist in setting up Courses of study and 
urging their employees to take advantage of this training. 

Buildings and Grounds 

The present overcrowded conditions in the primary grades 
in the Lincoln and Dana schools, and new birth statistics indi- 
cating that we shall have 35 r ( more children in Rutland by 1053, 
should be ail the evidence needed to convince anyone that we 
shall need either new buildings or additions to our present build- 
ings. Let us look at our present buildings from three angles: 
(1) structurally, (2) as to their fire hazards, and (3) from the point 
of view of their suitability for a modern educational program. 

Although he pointed out many repairs needed, Building 
Inspector Gny E. Thayer has pronounced all schools structually 
safe. 

In a thorough fire safety inspection report of March 18, 
I '.'IS, prepared for the Rutland City Association of Insurance 
Agents, innumerable fire hazards were listed — 60 of which had 
to do with the buildings themselves! 
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i. : ,-tlv. the buildings, with the eaeejrticw! of the High School, 
are completely Inadequate for a modern educational program. 
Lack i)t' apace here prevents a full substantiation of this state- 
ment However, it should In- said that, no matter wliat tin' 

condition ol oui presenl buJUdings, it is impossible for them ever 
to have tin- facilities whieh are absolutely essential parts <«f any 
modern educational program. 

We have been ghid to service our City by flw relatively tree 
use of the High School and Meldon Auditoriums for various com- 
innnity events. 

School Finance 

By effecting economies wherever possible, even on smell 

items. "our total of unpaid bills at (lie end of this fiseal yeat 
was only $1,607.78. Since more than this amount, due US m 
Federal' Aid for 1948, has now been received, we are happy 
that w<- have b -en able to take care of our "deficit" ourselves. 

Only once, since 1942. have our schools been able to operate 
on the $1,30 Charter ceiling tax rate. That this tax limitation is 
entirely unrealistic should be evident to everyone, now. 

A- ppint&f out elsewhere in this report, our teachers' salaries 
must be raised. Already it is impossible to hire teachers at our 
beginning salary. Barn-. Montpelier, Hartford. Brattleboro and 
Springfield now pay beginning teachers anywhere from $200 t.. 
$400 more than we' do. Official Government reports prove that 
teachers' salaries have lagged far behind those for persons en- 
gaged in agriculture, or in industry, or the average earnings of 
all full-time workers. Although the Cost of living has risen 
approximately \S.:V ( since the hist teachers - bonus was voted 
in Rutland, our teachers are asking only for an S r ,' increase.

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Then, of course, we do not have the balance on hand of 
$3,990.44, that we had a year ago. 

This year, therefore, we must ask for an additional 11 cent 
lax for a partial cost-of-living adjustment in salaries for I91JS. 
and 2!) cents more to operate and maintain the schools for 1940. 
This makes a 40 cent increase in the school tax rate. This will 
actually com the poll tax payer only 40 cents for the whole year! 
The increase for the property tax payer whose real estate is 
assessed at about the average figure ($3,500) would be only $14. 
for the year. 

In conclusion, we wish to express our sincere appreciation 
to out teachers, and to local organizations and all friends who 
have helped in promoting the welfare of the schools.

To the Honorable Vity Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

The resignation of Miss Marion Humble as director of the 
Rutland Free Library has been the central fad of l'.)4S for those 
working in or with the library. It has served to emphasize trends 
which earlier were only partially realized. 

One of these, growth of the library under Miss Huniblc's 
guidance; has earned wide-spread appreciation. Citizens vi 
Holland have freely voiced pride in their library ami il> develop- 
ing services. Increased city appmpriations have reflected this 
pride. But not until Miss Humbles resignation was the degree 
of change fully felt. The trustees of the Library Board were 
faced with no simple task in finding her successor. The size and 
quality of the work carried on at the library dictated the selec- 
tion of a person of very special attainments. Mr. Truman R. 
Temple, retired librarian of the- Hartford Public Library. Hart- 
ford, Conn., whose services in the emergency the Board was so 
extremely fortunate to enlist, has insisted that discouragement 
-I Id not be allowed to push the Board into a make-shift appoint- 
ment not only because of present libraiy requirements but be- 
cause of the interesting potentialities latent in the library situa- 
tion. His advice grounded in long experience has been invaluable. 

The second trend, though apparent for some time, has over- 
whelmed the efforts of the Board. The rising cost of competent 
librarians has long been recognized. The shortage of the kind 
needed in Rutland hits now been painfully measured. Mr. 
Wilbert Burditt, chairman of the Personnel Committee of the 
Library Board, has devoted countless hours to finding possible 
candidates, securing their qualifications and references, writing 
them for interviews. Since May the Board has held six special 
meetings on the problem. Kach time a selection has been on the 
point of confirmation, the prospective candidate has been offered 
better pay or conditions or both either at the current position or 
elsewhere. In fact the difficulty snowballed to such a degree 
that the Library Committee of the Board of Aldermen meeting 
with the Trustees of the Library Board advised raising the salary 
offered. 

In spite of these trying conditions, the library has continued 
to give good service. For this we must thank our good fortune 
in gaining the aid of Mr. Truman R. Temple, who has been in 
charge since the end of September, and in having a loyal staff. 
Since September first the re have been five full-time members of 
the staff as well as a part-lime book repairer and janitor. 
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Lack of funds has imposed restrictions mi (lie use of the 
auditorium. In recognition of the city's flood expense -., the trus- 
tees requested Hie same appropriation in 1 1 4 Si as in 1047. To 
live within this budget, the trustees were forced to turn off the 
heal on the second and third doors at the end of January last 
winter, and again in November the auditorium was closed. 
Although this action disappointed many groups wishing to meet 
in the auditorium or set up exhibits there, more than 5(1 meetings 
of various groups were held in the library: the Summer Kxhibit 
of the Mid-Vermont Artists was hung in the auditorium. July 
I -August '-7; ami a Children's Art Kxhibit iii charge of Miss 
Lucy |)oaTie wa- on display May 22-.Iunc Iii. Saturday morning 
movies for children have been liard for the staff to handle be- 
cause they had to be shown in the children's room which could 
accommodate only a part of the 200 or more children at a time. 
The library is indebted to Mrs. II. Stetson Fletcher and Mrs. 
Martin Freeman for their aid to the staff in leading discussion 
of the films and entertaining the overflow audience with record 
playing. 

The auditorium is one of the finest features of the library 
building and the closing of it will be subject lo reconsideration 
as soon as conditions warrant. Fuel savings may result from the 
installation of the new boiler in place of the old one which gave 
out in May. Storm windows on the second flcor would help. 
However, problems other than heat relating to the use of the 
auditorium need to be solved before use of it can he freely 
granted. 

That the library has been eager to participate in community 
activities has been evident in a variety of ways. In the spring 
Mi-s Humble and Mrs, Taylor became co-chairmen of the Edu- 
cation Committee of the Rutland Forums; and until she left 
Mi-- Humble acted as chairman of the School and Library Com- 
mittee of the State Forum organization. In cooperation with the 

Vermont Association for the Blind and the Vermont Department 

of Social Welfare, an exhibit of books in braille and other edu- 
cational devices for the blind was shown. A gift of books in 
braille from the Lions' Club prompted the director to investigate 
the needs of the sixty-nine blind people in Rutland County lead- 
ing to a number of aids to work with the blind, most notable of 
which was a gift to the library from the American I'rinting House 
for the Blind of a subscription to Reader's Ingest in Braille 
available for circulation. During the playground season thirty 
or more books were sent to each playground center to be used 
especially on rainy days. The director spoke eight limes before 
different groups. In May a -yinpo-iuiu mi "Religion and Psy- 
chiatry a< Factor- in Personality Development" to which the 
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public was invited was sponsored by the Trustees of the Library 

Board. These are a few of tin- more interesting community 
activities. 

Book ami magazine circulation in 1948 totalled 84,360 
compared vHta 72,616 in 1047. :i total gain of 11,744. The gain 
in the first six months alone was 6.SS7. more than one thousand 
per month. This circulation gain and the continuously increasing 
use of the library for reference questions by business men, home- 
makers, students, and others, indicates progress that can be 
measured in terms of usefulness to citizens and taxpayers; hm 
so much remains to be done that sometime- the progress -eenis 
-light . 

We cannot begin to thank in any adequate terms the many 
friends who have presented the library with books, magazines, 
and beautiful flowers. Library users as well as the staff appreciate 
the gift- and the thought behind them. 

And to the RUTLAND HERALD, again. "Thank you!" 
for cooperation in publishing book and movie lists, news of meet- 
ings, editorial- about our books on mental hygiem — and the 
Symposium — books about jobs, books on forum topic-. The 
HKRALD is the Library's -taunch collaborator.

Public Works 



To the Honorable. Cit;/ Cminril: 

I herewith submit the Annual Report of activities of the 
Department of Public Works for the year 1948. 

Street Department 

Considerable progress was made during the past year in 
modernizing the mechanical equipment of the Street Depart- 
ment. A new bituminous, continuous-mix road paver was pur- 
chased; a new 10-ton gasoline-powered roller replaced the old 
steam roller purcbased in 1928; a new and larger Diesel-powered 
road grader replaced our old power grader. 

Through the Federal Works Agency we received the following 
additional equipment: 

1 — 6 x 6 International truck with power winch 
1 — Internationa] pickup truck 
1 — Chevrolet pickup truck 
1 — Low bed. 20-ton trailer 
1 — Ford station wagon 

The following sections of streets were paved by the new 
paver, using Bond Issue funds: 

Grove Street— from Oak Street to Vernon Street 
South Street— from Granger Street to Forest Street 
Forest Street— from South Street to River Street 
Park Street- from South Main Street to the R. R. Crossing 
Fast Street -from Mast Washington Street to Killington 
Avenue 

Orescent Street— from Church Street to North Main Street 
Lincoln Avenue— from West Street to Grant Avenue 

It is planned to continue this work on streets as authorized by 
the Honorable Board of Aldermen during 1949. 

The Department also continued to resurface streets where 
necessary with a bituminous sand retreatment. 

Progress was made in graveling outlying Streets and also 
Streets where breaking up occurred during the spring months. 
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Under private contract, and with Stale Dep.-u tmcnl of 
Highways' supervision, '76 Bridge was completed a modem 
concrete and steel structure replaced the Covered bridge washed 
away <luriug the Hood of 1947. 

The new Public Works Department garage on Post Street 
was started under contract to Mr. J. P. Carrara, The end of 
1948 found the building well mi its way to completion. 

The Street Department also carried out a flood protection 
project on Fast (.'reek from the vicinity of Crescent Street to a 
point where Fast Creek enters Otter ('reek. The stream \\a- 
widened; straightened where possible: deepened, and earth dikes 
thrown up in an attempt to avoid flooding of low lying areas 
adjacent to the Creek. 

Winter work was carried out as usual, plowing, sanding and 
salting being done whenever necessary, including operations at 
the Airport. The latter months of 194s were unusual ,^ very 
little snowfall occurred requiring only a minimum of salting and 
sanding. 

During the year 516 Linear Ft. of 5 foot wide cement con- 
crete sidewalk and 1,064 Linear Ft. of integral curb and gutter 
were built. 



Sewer Department 

The Sewer Department carried out the usual duties of main- 
taining the sewer system, cleaning out catch basins, investi- 
gating uiul removing stoppages, anil repairing mains. 

A considerable number of new mains were constructed on 

various streets previously without sewer service, thus opening 

new areas for building. These new mains are as follows:

On Jasmin Lane 300 feet of new 1" copper line replaced an 
old H" h«ii pine which was in poor condition. On Post Streei 
103 feet of H" copper line was laid to give service to a new- 
warehouse. 
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The 16" transmission main from the Reservoir was cleaned 
of rocks and debris deposited in the line by the Hood of 1947. 

The channel of Mendon Brook adjacent to the Reservoir, 
and above and below the intake dam, was deepened, widened, 
and a protective dike thrown up in order to keep high Water 
within the main channel and to prevent damage to the reservoir 
and other water works structures. 

Ten thousand 4-year-old spruce tree-; were planted on the 
watershed at the old Wheeler meadows. 

A number of test wells were driven at the Reservoir site as 
well as in the city limits. The only location showing sufficient 
volume and good quality water was at a point west of Forest 
Streei and south of the end of Meadow Street near an old gravel 
pit. Tests indicated a potential yield of about 1.000,000 gallons 
of water per day. 

113 water connections wen- made to new buildings con- 
structed during the year. A number of sprinkler connections 
were also made. 

Numerous inspections of the watershed and patrols of the 
streams were made during the year. 

The Engineering Department made surveys of city pro- 
perties and streets; laid out sewer and water lines; sidewalks 
and curbs. Records were made and kept of all installations and 
improvements.

I respect fully submit the following report Covering 'h<' 
activities of the Police Department for the year ending December 
81, 1948. 

During the year, the Department answered and investigated 
a total of 3,313 complaints, considerably less than last year when 
we had the East, Creek flood to contend with. 

Forty-seven meters were added in the business section, 
making a total of 471 now in operation. Forty-one of these are 
the two-hour typo, situated on Wales Street and Strongs Avenue. 

Since the meters were installed, September 1, 1947, they 
have yielded the sum of S44.5U8.23 and $32,597.04 of this amount 
was taken in during 1948. 'Hie total cost of the meters and In- 
st allatiou was $30.9011.00. We have paid $22,265.05 to the Meter 
Company, leaving a balance due of $8,634.95. A balance of 
$11,754.19 was on hand in the meter account as of January 1, 
1949. In a very short time the meters will be paid for and the 
City will receive the full revenue, instead of the 50' ,' now re- 
tained. As requked l>v ordinance, the above returns were de- 
posited with the City Treasurer and placed in the Talking Meter 
Fund. 

The sum of S3, 752.00 was collected in parking fines ami 
paid to Judge Bernard Dick, Municipal Court, as required by 
law. He, in turn, paid this amount over to the City Treasurer. 
It goes into the City'- (ieneral Account. 

The City Council voted to excuse all first offenders of the 
Parking Ordinance in July. From that period until December 
31st, a total of 844 first offenders were excused. 

Two police boxes were added to our Gamewell Police recall 
system, making a total of 15 boxes now in operation. Police 
beats were extended to take care of the boxes. One box was 
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placed on the Library Building on Court St reel and Center Street . 
the other at the intersection of Hopkins Street and Strongs 
Avenue. 

Traffic lights were added at the intersection of Deer Street 
and Woodstock Avenue, and at the intersection of River Street, 
Strongs Avenue, and Madison Street. A traffic light at tin- inter- 
section of Wales Street and Strongs Avenue was taken down at 
the order of the City Council. We now have 12 traffic lights, 
excluding pari time lights in front of the Fire Station and the 
Swimming Pool. Traffic lights are in operation from S \.M. 
until 10 P.M. and longer, if we have reason to anticipate heavy 
t raffio. 

The Department investigated 334 motor vehicle* accidents 
last year, two of which were fatal. This figure compares with 
321 for the year 1947. 

A very successful police school lor members of this Depart- 
ment was conducted in November, and I am sure that the 
officers profited from the instructions. 

The speakers covered it wide range of subjects, including 
homicide, note taking and report making, gathering of evidence, 
photography and a simulated major case of burglary. Special 
Agents from the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Vermont De- 
partment of Public Safety, Vermont Attorney (Ieneral'.- < iflice 
and Rutland ( 'ounty's States Att orney were the principal speakers 
and instructors. Peace ( tfneers from a radius of 50 miles attended 
the school

The annual free Small Pox vaccinations were done in May. 
A total of 187 children received the vaccinations. 

The annual free innoculations to immunize children against 
Diphtheria wen' done in November and Dec-ember A total o 
221 children received this immunization. Drs. Hodsdon. Kjai 
and Beale of the Board of Health, assisted by Miss Keefe and 
Miss Burke, school nurses, did the work on both of the ano\c 
programs. 
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A total of 304 samples of water from the City's laps were 
sent to Burlington for analysis. These were broken down into 
1520, 10 ml portions. Of these 61 showed presence of eoliform 
organisms or 4% contamination. The greatest percentage of 
these contaminations occurred in July and August. The chlorine 
content was stepped up and several inspections of the water shed 
were made in company with Mr. Kallio and Mr. Jasmin of the 
water department. Several sources of possible contamination 
were found and the conditions rectified. Close cooperation was 
had with Mr. Tracy of the State Department of Health and at 
no time was the water supply considered to be dangerous to the 
Public safety. By September it was possible to cut down the 
amount of chlorine being used and very few contaminations were 
found during the remainder of the year. 

A total of thirty-one samples of water from the swimming 
pool were sent to Burlington during July and August for analysis. 
Only one portion was found contaminated. The pool was man- 
aged excellently throughout the season. 

An inspection of the City's schools and public buildings was 
made in company with Chief Koltonski of the Fire Department. 
For the most part, sanitary faeilities were good. 

In company with Mr. Cole, Mr. Hood and Mi. Davidson 
inspections were made of all eating establishments at the Rut- 
laud Fair. 

On several occasions inspections of food handling establish- 
ments were made in cooperation with Mr. Cole of the State 
Department of Health. Several visits to the water shed were 
made with Mr. Kallio, City Engineer and Mr. Cole from the 
State Department of Health. 

This department investigated 150 nuisance complaints and 
made 12 plumbing inspections. 

Five cases of unattended death from natural and accidental 
causes were investigated by the department. 

In closing 1 would like to express my appreciation for the. 
courtesy and cooperation that I have received from the City 
Officials, the State Board of Health, the School Nurses, and the 
physicians and parents of the City of Rutland.

Recreation 



T» the Honorable City Council: 
Gentlemen : 

The following report of your Parks and Playgrounds Com- 
mittee is submitted: 

1. The Swimming Pool operated for a period of ten weeks 
under the expert guidance and control of Mr. Kllery Purdy. 
Words cannot express the gratitude of the Committee for the 
excellent service rendered hy Mr. Purdy. The total attendance, 
at the Pool reached a figure of 18,818 and the total receipts 
amounted to 81,873.70. Major repairs to the North wall of the 
pool were accomplished and other repairs and improvements 
made. From year to year, the Pool and its operation asserts 
itself as a recreational asset of incalcuable value. 

2. The Skating Rink was operated until after the first 
of March, because of the continued cold weather. Since the 
plan for construction of tennis courts required the use of the 
skating rink area, a new rink was constructed to the Xorth of 
Rotary Field House and operation began December 26th. A 
new loud speaking system was installed and Andrew Ferrari 
engaged as skating instructor. 

Rotary Field House was a special subject of capital 
improvement, with accomplishment due to excellent cooperation, 
between the City and a group of citizens who dedicated them- 
selves to this, fotm of public service. Voluntary labor, mostly. of 
a skilled nature, was furnished to the extent of 1,50(1 man hours, 
with the City furnishing materials in the amount of $1,640.00. 
The major changes include: 

a. Excavating of basement. 

b. Pouring and finishing of cement floor in basement. 

c Removal of workshop to improved area in basement. 

d. Insulation of walls and application of wallboard to 

ceiling ami walls of main recreation room. 

e. Removal of lavoratories to basement. 

f. Construction of new entrance steps on east and west 

ends of Field House. 

g. Installation of sinks and gas stove. 

To date, tune oiganizations use the Field House for various 
worthwhile purposes with supervision under the direction of a

4. Tennis Courts. Four standard type Tennis (.'units 
were constructed and fenced with it modern chain-link felted. 
The existence of these courts will provide added recreational 
facilities to the people of the City of Rutland. Operation is 
scheduled for the Spring of 1049 with competent supervision 
and instruction. The total cost to the Citv amounted to 
$4,134. 1 1 . 

5. Playgrounds and Arts and Crafts. Neighborhood 
councils met ami helped plan a summer playground program. 
Seven playgrounds were operated for a period of nine weeks with 
operations integrated into one program. With one exception, 
ail of the playgrounds had evening hours encouraging adult par- 
ticipation. There were twenty-two people on the combined staff 
of playgrounds ami arts and crafts. Expansion of facilities and 
many new features are contemplated under a long range plan. 

fi. Director of Recreation. A constructive and forward 
step was accomplished during the year, in the establishment of 
the full time office of Director of Recreation. To this position 
Mrs. Viva Whitney was appointed and through her guidance 
most beneficial results have been obtained. The City is indeed 
very foitunate in having a Director who is not only Qualified 
but utterly unselfish in the expenditure of time and effort for 
the benefit of the citizens of the City of Rutland. A full and 
rounded program, covering all seasons, is now assured. 

7. Attendance and Finances. Complete reports, to- 
gether with recommendations for future expansion are on file 
in the office of the City Clerk, the Director of Recreation and 
the Chairman of the Parks and Playgrounds Committee and 
available to the general public. Space limitations prevent pub- 
lication of these reports in detail. A resume, however, indicates 

I lie following attendance figure- 

a. Skating 5.000 

b. Swimming 18,818 

c. Playgrounds 40,000 

d. Field House 36,400 

It can be noted, with pride, that there was a total of 100,218 
visits to recreational activities sponsored by the City of Rutland. 

The appropriation for the year 1048 amounted to $18,350.00. 
( beat care and caution was exercised in safeguarding the ex- 
penditure of public funds with the preeminent thought of control 
within budget figures. The cost of constructing the tennis courts 
exceeded estimates and the added costs necessitated curtailment 
of some planned projects and improvements. However, the un- 
expended balance, on December 31, 1948, amounted to $1,001.00.

8. Conclusion. The recreatoual year, viewed from all 
angles, was a success. There were some disappointments, gen- 
erally of a minor natute. It appears, however, that progress 
BUOd improvements in the recreational field, as a whole, have 
been accomplished. Several wholesome aspects have developed 
and a general cooperative and optimistic viewpoint has been 
established. The members of the staff were competent and 
efficient. Many thanks are due to Superintendent of Schools 
Homer Ashland and the School Board. Commissioner Kallio 
Police Chief Carbine and Fire Chief Koltonski. together with' 
the individuals, in their respect ive departments, have been most 
helpful. Mayor Temple has been a constant source of helpful 
and wise counsel and a medium of comfort in discouraging mom- 
enta. The continued interest of individuals and civic groups is 
solicited to the end that this particular item of community en- 
deavor will be festered and perpetuated.

The Airport commission during 1948 found its revenues 
at their highest peak and use of Rutland Airport at its greatest 
since its opening, 

During the year we found it necessary, on advise of CAA 
and local engineers, to ask for resurfacing of the north-south 
runway. The sum of $3,889.07 was spent on this work, which 
placed the runway in serviceable condition for some time to 
come. To have left the runway without resurfacing would have 
invited dangerous landing and take-off conditions, which eould 
have deprived us of our airline service. 

Our financial report on page 62 will show that the Com- 
mission is returning to the General Fund on December 31, 
I'.l-tS, the sum of So, '.1 1 2.(19. We had at that time accounts 
receivable of $5 11.07. 

Colonial Airlines expect* soon to begin cargo freight service 
into the port. Yankee Skylines, a Burlington corporation, 
is seeking to make Rutland the hub of a five-state airline system. 

The commission's faith in the future of air service remains 
unchanged.

Your auditors have made an examination of the accounts and 
financial records of the Treasurer of the City of Rutland, Ver- 
mont, from January 1. 1948 to December 31, 1948 inclusive. 

In connection with our examination we have examined the 
records of the School Department, Department of Public Works, 
City Clerk, City Constable, Overseer of the Poor, Police and Fire 
Departments and the Municipal Court, and traced all cash 
receipts as shown by the department records to the City Treas- 
urer's records. 

The tax collections by the City Constable were verified by 
comparison of the duplicate receipts issued by him with the 
amounts received from him by the City Treasurer. All abate- 
ments shown on the delin(|iient tax schedule were properly 
authorized by the Board of Aldermen. 

Cash disbursements and the distribution thereof were veri- 
fied by a complete check of the city warrants, and by comparison 
of the totals shown by various department records and on the 
Purchasing Agent's Warrant Book. 

Payments of principal and interest on the bonded debt were 
verified by examination of cancelled bonds and cancelled intcn-si 
coupons. 

Cash balances at December 31, 1948 were verified by recon- 
ciliation of the balances shown in the report with those shown on 
bank statements as of above date. 

The temporary loans, $150,000.00, were verified by examina- 
tion of the temporary loan register. 

The bonds outstanding. $006.090. 00, were verified by exami- 
nation of the records maintained in the City Treasurer's office 
and from examination of the bond books which contain all can- 
celled bonds ami interest coupons.
